According to prevailing practices 
in 
countries that don’t abide by the conven­ 
tional wisdom in this matter prices should 
tn determined by producers organized in 
cartels—or should be 
Trouble comes In the United States un­ 
der antitrust laws when producers try to 
govern prices in cartel fashion, without 
the sanction of law to make price con­ 
trol and collusion and conspiracy to con­ 
trol «apply and demand 
Thus 
Steel Magazine, a trade publica­ 
tion is reporting widespread undertainty 
in the wake of the master settlement in 
tl e steel industry. 
On the face of it. the settlement 
should 


force up the prices of steel, because the 
settlement gave workers in the industry 
more money benefits. 


But competition for customers 
among

Toughest Labor Fight

WASHINGTON - Shortly be­ 


fore noon last Friday two rather

To paraphrase Sen 
Dirksen 
paraphrasing T. S. Eliot, 
t h e 
message

sounded Eke: "This is the way 
the congressional session ends, 
not 
with 
a 
bang 
but 
a 
whimper.’ 


THE PO IN T’is who will do 
the whimpering? 
The gentleman 
from 
Illinois 
believes 
Jt 
ought to be the 
liberal - labor coalition in 
the 
Senate. He is determined to stop 
the repeal of the now classic 
item known as ‘‘Fourteen B ", 
even if it means staying in ses­ 
sion until 
New 
Y ears 
Eve. 
(Fourteen B is the Taft-Hartley 
clause which gives states t h e 
right 
to 
ban 
labor 
contracts 
which make union membership 
a 
prerequisite 
for keeping a 
job.) 
This 
was 
discussed in the 
President’s sanctum by Messrs. 
Johnson. Meany and Biemiller. 
The Preident said quietly 
he 
had given them his word and he 
would 
keep his 
commitment. 
Labor has his support in t h i s 
fight. He would back it. 
Just how the President wi l l 
keep his pledge will be reported 
by Mr. Meany 
to labor’s 29- 
member high command, tech­ 
nically known as the AFL - CIO 
Executive 
Council. 
Already 
these 
hardy 
infighters 
are 
gathering in New York City for 
their pre-convention session. 


IT WILL undoubtedly be said, 
when the formal sessions open 
behind the traditionally - closed 
hotel room doors, that the Pres­ 
ident will battle with them 
to 
win repeal before the session 
ends. 
The labor leaders have enough 
Senate votes to vote it through 
once it gets to a roll call. But 
their Senate friends total some­ 
where in the fifties' — not the 67 
votes needed to smash 
a 
fili­ 
buster. So a good deal of the 
high command session will 
be 
spent on tactics to win over, or 
pressure ovei, some of the Re­ 
publicans and Southern Demo­ 
crats. 
The labor leaders are mighty 
intense about repeal. To most of 
the high council, it seems they 
have been in this battle most of 
their lives. They've been at it 
since 1947. Thus a majority of 
the nation's working people — 
especially thos • in tneir 20s, 30s 
and early 40s really 
are un­ 
aware of the basic issue here. 
It is not just the fact thai 19 
states 
have 
passed 
anti-union 
shop laws, which 
will 
be 
re­ 
pealed if labor wins in the next 
90 days.

ultimate prestige and a final po­ 
litical breakthrough.

days.” when overalls were more 
the symbol than a white collar. 
It has co>t millions of dollars 
to fight over the past two dec­ 
ades. It has kept and keeps mil­ 
lions of dollars from the labor 
war chests on the political and 
industrial front. 
From Joe Beirne, the Com­ 
munication 
Workers’ 
leader, 
who, 
though 
Irish, 
has

type of characteristic 
understatement, 
comes 
word 
that the 
total battie cost has 
topped $20 million. Some $5 mil­

Now there would be a year's 
hiatus. People would forget. Op­ 
ponents would not be able 
to 
shout that the incumbent opened 
the sluice gate for the union 
armies. 
So Mr. Labor went to see the 
President. And a few days later 
a national headquarters spokes­ 
man said: 
"We are going to win t h i s 
fight. We have enough votes to 
defeat the opposition on a re­ 
peal vote.

So you’ve been paying $10 to 
$20 a month for private group 
hospitalization for yourself 
or 


your family? You've been get­ 
ting a tremendous bargain com­ 
pared with what the politicians 
are going to do for you. 


Bv 1973, now that the Medi­ 
care bill has been passed 
bv 


Congress and added to social 
security, it’s going to be cost­ 
ing 
something 
like 
$12.44 
a 
week for the rest of vour work­ 
ing days for the whole pack­ 
age. That’s nearly 19 per cent 
ot your income up to $6,600, and 
there are no deductions to be 
figured. There’s no assurance it 
will stav at that level, and re­ 
sponsible observers are already 
predicting it will go up to 20 
per cent 
ACTUALLY, 
nobody 
knows 
what 
Medicare 
is 
going 
to 
cost. The Senate version had a 
tax of $7.1 
billions 
the 
first 
year, the House about $6 bil­ 
lions. Even so, the program is 
expected to run some $900 mil­ 
lions in the hole. 


This would have to come out 
of taxes, too. Costs are going 
to skyrocket, and as more de­ 
mands are made on the facil­ 
ities. the 
quality 
of 
medical 
care 
will 
deteriorate 
without 
more 
spending. 
The 
pressure 
will be on for more federal mo­ 
ney. The time may well come, 
therefore, when vou pav more 
for Medicare and social secur­ 
ity than vou now pav in in­ 
come taxes.

This is a good sam­ 
ple of what to expect unless a 
greater number of us are will­ 
ing to speak up, even shout. 
Some of the 
“ liberals" 
are 
already calling for the govern­ 
ment to see that everyone gets 
a guaranteed income, 
accord­ 
ing to his need. Dr. Albert J. 
Kahn of Columbiana University 
may not be as far out as some, 
but he proposed to "step be­ 
yond 
the 
welfare state" with 
variou* "social 
utilities" 
that 
are to become as 
routine 
as 
gas, water, and electric power. 
His plans would offer every­ 
thing needed by the kiddies or 
grandpa, from day - nurseries 
to shuffleboard, at the expense 
of the government. 
Bayard 
Rustin. 
the 
New 
York agitator, proposed the go­ 
vernment pay young folks to go 
to college, a step not far re­ 
moved from some of the anti­ 
poverty practices. The planners 
seem to envision a serene uto­ 
pia in wtuch work is unneces­ 
sary. 


THE STINGER IN all this, 
as we indicated 
about 
Medi­ 
care, is that the planners wor­ 
ry least of all about how these 
various benefits are going to be 
paid for. 
When everybody 
is

The 
government 
can print its own money. 
If it gives you some, it has 
th* right to take some of it 
back, even most of it. Will such 
perpetual - motion economics

of future Americans can have 
under state planning. 


SADDEST OF ALL is the loss 
of human will, choice, and dig­ 
nity. 
To 
surrender 
personal 
freedom bit by bit and the re­ 
sponsibility that accompanies it 
will surely take us into an age 
of 
darkness. 
The 
planners 
themselves seem unaware that 
social and economic planning 
must also mean political plan­ 
ning. 
Thus, 
a 
vast 
bureaucracy 
sooner or later would have to 
make one vast, all - encompas­ 
sing decision: that there can be 
no 
turning back 
"No 
objec­ 
tions allowed." The idea of the 
concentration camp is just as 
up - to - date and modern as is 
the idea of social planning.

THERE ARE other plans hav­ 
ing to do With possible "futur­ 
istic ' weapons that might de­ 
stroy enemy targets from outer 
space.

an end to any balance of power 
on earth. 
It is interesting to note that 
on Oct. 7, 1963, Louis C 
Wy­ 
man, Republican, then a mem­ 
ber of Congress and formerly 
attorney general of New Hamp­ 
shire, submitted a minority re­ 
port to the house appropriations 
committee, in which he criti­ 
cized at length the administra­ 
tion’s indifference to the mili­ 
tary significance of space de­ 
velopments. He said: 
"As a first 
priority 
rather 
than racing to the moon, the 
United States should establish 
and 
maintain 
an 
integrated 
weapons system in innei space 
within manned space capsules 
that have a capability to ob­ 
serve. intercept and, if neces­ 
sary, destroy other objects in 
space." 
Mr. Wyman s extensive report 
will go down in histoiy as a 
remarkable prophecy a; well as 
an interesting example of how 
often minority reports become 
majority opinion.
